EAGLE ROCK — After long lines of customers formed last April during the final days of Ernie Jr's Taco 
House, the large Mexican-American restaurant has been been vacant, its exterior tagged up and the 
property fenced off. Now, the entire property - a nearly 30,000-square foot lot on Colorado Boulevard 
next to the 2 Freeway, is up for sale for $4.15 million, according to LoopNet.com. 
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The 8,400-square-foot building and 40 parking spaces make the site “well suited” for another restaurant, 
banquet hall or other large retail space, according to the listing. However, the commercial zoning allows 
“for a myriad of uses.” 


Will the classic Ernie Jr’s sign be included in one of those uses? Stay tuned. 
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
